Community Potts to Ascertain Ad­ 
dresses of Those Expecting Bodies 
to Be Sent Home. 


W hile the American Legion is try­ 
ing to perfect arrangem ents w ith tile 
w ar departm ent to assist in assuring 
relatives of prom pt notification follow­

Representatives from the Uni Bid 
States Public Heal til Service made 
i a trip to Sedalia early iii May to 
See what could be done in order to 
estaldirli a health center for the 
free treatment of social diseases. 
lf the government helps in the es­

Public Health Service. 
The field 
was gone over in Pettis County and 
the United States Public Health 
Service found the Red Cross tho

to go into the work. 
The Executive Committee of Hie 
Pettis County Chapter, Red Cross, 
after meeting with members of the 
Penis County Medical Association, 
members of the State Board of 
Health and the United States Pub­ 
lic Health Service Committee, and 
going into details, decided that 
this was a wonderful opportunity 
for our Chapter to do 
a 
really 
worth while piece of work. 
Three 
thousand dollars of 
the 
Pettis 
Coup.tv Chapter Red Cross funds, 
with $3,000.00 furnished by the U. 
S. Government, making a total of 
$6,000.00 was placed in the State 
Treasury at Jefferson City, at the 
disposal of the clinic committee. 
Mr. James T. Montgomery was 
appointed chairman of the commit­ 
tee with Dr. E. F. Yancey and Mrs. 
Bailie Potter Sneed as active mem­ 
bers, and the mayor, chief of po- 
lice, prosecuting attorney, sheriff, 
superintendent of schools, Dr. VV. 
J. Ferguson from the State Board 
of Health, and Dr. Monroe from tho 
Medical Association, as an advis­ 
ory board. 
Dr. dias. Trader was 
appointed director of the clinic, 
and Miss Mena 
Shipley, 
public 
health nurse, assistant. 
One hundred and thirty patients 
have received treatment. 
All bills are approved by Mr. 
Montgomery, chairman of the Ve­ 
nerea! Clinic, and Mrs. A. Kahn 
i chairman of the Pettis 
County 
Chapter Red Cross, and vouchers 
are forwarded from the state treas­ 
urer. 
All treatments are free and tho 
clinic is open to both men and wo­ 
men. from three to four o’clock on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday* 
afternoons, and from seven to eight 
o’clock on Monday and Wednesday 
evenings. 
This is just one of the 
many 
ways the Executive Board o f .the 
Red Cross is trying to use Red 
Cross money to better health con­ 
ditions in your own Pettis County. 
Your Executive Committee that you 
helped to elect is doing its utmost 
to see that every dollar yields its 
dollar’s worth of good to humanity.

FACING THE CONSEQUENCES. 
It is characteristic of human nature 
lo be quite willing to accept the glory 
of success and decline the responsi­ 
bility for failure. 
W e speak of our 
rights and fight for them, but w e sel­ 
dom care to acknowledge our blun­ 
ders. Indeed, in the philosophy of life 
it is always the other fellow who errs 
and accordingly 
he 
must 
pay the 
price. 
Most of us unconsciously im­ 
bibe this spirit in the workaday world. 
As long as we hold 
our 
own 
and 
things go the w ay we want them to 
go we do not, as a rule, worry about 
the doings of others, but once ill luck 
cornus to us w e do not relish the idea 
that we are largely responsible for it 
and we place the blame for it upon 
others or upon conditions generally, 
indeed, anywhere 
except upon our­ 
selves. 
W hy not face the blame when 
it belongs to us? 
W hy not be cour­ 
ageous enough to own up to our faults 
instead of trying to draw others into 
the mistakes we have made? 
If we 
once form the 
habit 
of 
taking the 
blame for our blunders as readily as 
w e take praise for our achievements 
w e shall grow in moral strength by 
leaps and bounds. 
W e have nothing 
to fear when we come out boldly and 
say we are in the wrong, because by 
such action -we forestall any unkind 
move on the part of others to throw 
the full responsibility upon our shoul­ 
ders. 
No one likes to m ake mistakes; 
they are often costly and alter the con­ 
ditions of our lives in no small way, 
but it is upon mistakes that we rise 
into wider knowledge and 
a fuller 
comprehension of life's serious side. If 
we succeeded in everything we did, or 
if we continued to progress 
without 
having any 
setbacks 
whatever we 
would soon be consumed by our own 
self-importance and reluctant to con­ 
sider the rights of others. 
Self-importance is at first merely a 
foolish little shortcoming that makes 
us ridiculous in the eyes of others but 
does not cause them any great incon­ 
venience. 
If permitted 
to 
develop, 
however, it becomes more or less of an 
obsession and speedily threatens our 
real progress. 
W e become disagree­ 
able because we set our own opinions 
above the opinions of others and hold 
fast to them notwithstanding the oc­ 
casional belated realization that we 
are after all at fault. 
It would seem 
that it would be much easier, and cer­ 
tainly much more generous, for us to 
come out squarely and acknowledge 
wherein we are wrong than to con­ 
tinue to hold to opinions that events 
prove to be erroneous. 
There is a 
certain amount of self pride, however, 
in the makeup 
of all 
persons, 
and 
sooner than sacrifice that pride, which 
is in reality a false 
pride, 
they con­ 
tinue to maintain their original view ­ 
points. 
Such a quality is called stub­ 
bornness by many persons, indeed by 
all have the one most vitally one con­ 


c e r n e d , and stubbornness, as w e all 
know, is a human characteristic hard 
to f i g h t against. 
It is a quality that 
i 
hereditary, in the first place, and 
when roots strike deep they are dif- 
i. 
to tear out. 
But stubbornness, 
or self-pride, or self-importance, or 
whatever other name it is known by 
ia its various forms of expression must 


be conquered if we are to expect that 
measure of happiness and success es­ 
sential to our welfare. 
It takes only a small sacrifice on 
our part to train ourselves to stand 
squarely for our actions whether they 
be in our favor or against us. 
At first 
we may think it means some tremen­ 
dous sacrifice, but as little experiment 
on our own account 
will 
show that 
after all, it is not hard to stand for 
what is ours. 
Just as we must accept 
shadow along with 
sunlight, 
grief 
with happiness, disappointment with 
fulfillment, so, too, must we be ready 
and willing 
to accept 
blame 
with 
praise, responsibility with commenda­ 
tion. 
W e cannot expect applause to 
follow us throughout our lives; indeed 
many of us get very little of that at 
best, while at times it seems as though 
we get all the criticism and fault-find­ 
ing and censure that others escape. If, 
however, we have the realization at 
heart that we have done our best in 
the circumsances what does criticism 
matter? 
Those who criticise are of­ 
ten those who are unable to accom­ 
plish the very task for 
which 
they 
hold us responsible. 
The approval of 
our own conscience is the best reward 
that we can expect in this world, but 
we must see to it that we keep our 
conscience 
in a fair 
and 
impartial 
state and that we heed its silent coun­ 
sel. 
W e must take nothing that is 
not rightly our own, but if we have a 
valid claim to it, and 
such 
a claim 
works both in our favor and against 
us, we must not be afraid to take it. 
A blunder or a glory, 
what 
does it 
matter? 
The 
one 
belongs to us as 
much as the other, and the fair-mind­ 
ed, sincere man never objects at heart 
to acknowledging them. 
Facing the 
consequences 
is 
a 
discipline 
that 
strengthens the muscles of our moral 
courage and turns us out better men 
and women.

AROUND THE WORLD BY AIR.

The Aero Club of America and the 


Aerial League of America, working 


together through a special commission 
appointed for the purpose, have com­ 
pleted their investigation of J;he pos­ 
sibilities for an aerial derby around 
the world. 
It is proposed to make a 
test flight over the route before un­ 
dertaking a race. 
The plane to be used in this test 
will be a Handley-Page type W-8, said 
to be an improvement on the class of 
planes now employed in regular pas­ 
senger service between London and 
Paris. 
This plane has a ten-passen­ 
ger capacity, 
and 
it is proposed to 
send it on its way with the full num­ 
ber. * The experienced American avi­ 
ators will be the crew. 
The route of the flight is not defi­ 
nitely settled yet, but a tentative plan 
shows the possibilities and makes fas­ 
cinating reading for the many persons 
who follow all such adventures with 
keen interest. 
Two routes across the Atlantic are 
suggested. 
One would go from N ew 
York to Newfoundland, 
to 
Ireland 
and then across Europe through Lon­ 
don, Paris 
and 
Rome. 
The 
other 
route, more than 800 miles shorter, 
would take-in the Azores, Maderia 
and Gibraltar, going on through Asia 
via Cairo and Bagdad. 
This latter 
route would avoid the congested popu­ 
lation areas of Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Greece. 
stopping 
places 
ever the 
rest of 
the world probably 
include 
Delhi, 
Calcutta mid Rangoon, India; Bang­ 
kok, 
Siam; 
Shanghai, 
Yokohoma, 
aleuron Islands, Seattle and points in 
the United States. 
The cost of this trip has not been 
estimated as yet, but work is being 
done on that phase of the test flight 
as well as on 
the 
arrangements for 
frequent landing fields and airdomes. 
It is probable that the cost will be d i­ 
v i d e d among the ten courageous pas­ 
sengers who participate 
in the big 
flight. 
The cost 
may 
be high, but 
with the money and the time, who 
would not jump at the chance to cir­ 
cle the globe through the air, drop­ 
ping at intervals into the great cities 
of the world and into little villages 
rich in 
folk 
lore 
and 
picturesque 
scenes, touching in remote and prim­ 
itive communities and pausing in the 
busy centers of modern civilization? 
Let us hope that one of those ten lucky 
passengers possesses the gift of story­ 
telling. so that all of us may share the 
adventure afterwards.
